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TOWN  MEETING  PROCEDURE 


ARTICLE  2  OF  THE  TOWN  BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  Fifteen  legal  voters  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  the 
annual  or  any  special  meeting  except  such  parts  as  may  be  devoted  to 
the  election  of  officers. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  may 
speak  on  points  of  orders  in  preference  to  others,  and  shall  decide  ail 
questions  of  order. 

Section  3.  When  any  voter  shall  require  a  question  to  be  deter- 
mined by  yeas  and  nays,  the  Moderator  shall  take  the  sense  of  the 
meeting  in  that  manner,  provided  one-third  of  the  voters  present  are 
in  favor  of  it. 

Section  4.  He  shall  propound  all  questions  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  moved,  unless  the  subsequent  motion  be  previous  in  its  na- 
ture, except  that  in  naming  sums  and  fixing  times  the  largest  sums 
and  longest  time  shall  be  first. 

Section  5.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  Moderator  shall 
receive  no  question  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  pre- 
vious question,  to  postpone  to  an  hour  certain,  to  amend,  or  to  post- 
pone indefinitely ;  which  several  questions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  stand  arranged. 

Section  6.  When  two  or  more  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  Moder- 
ator shall  name  the  one  who  is  to  speak  first. 

Section  7.  No  voter  shall  speak  more  than  three  times  on  one 
question,  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the  meeting,  no  more  than 
twice  until  others  who  have  not  spoken  shall  speak  if  they  desire. 

Section  8.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  and  announced  by 
the  Moderator  unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  meeting. 

Section  9.  When  any  voter  shall  make  a  motion,  and  such  a 
motion  shall  be  seconded  by  another,  the  same  shall  be  received  and 
considered  by  the  meeting  and  not  otherwise. 
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Section  10.  When  a  vote  has  passed  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any 
one  of  the  majority  to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  and  when 
a  motion  or  reconsideration  is  decided  that  decision  shall  not  be  re- 
considered. 

Section  11.  No  one  shall  be  allowed  to  stand  up  to  the  interruption 
of  another  while  any  one  is  speaking  or  pass  unnecessarily  between 
the  Moderator  and  the  person  speaking. 

Section  12.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the  Moder- 
ator so  desires. 

Section  13.  Any  voter  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question 
where  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Section  14.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different  from 
that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

Section  15.  When  a  vote  is  doubted  the  voters  for  or  against  the 
question,  when  called  on  by  the  Moderator,  shall  rise  and  stand  un- 
covered until  they  shall  be  counted. 

Section  16.  Individuals  while  speaking  shall  stand  uncovered  and 
address  the  Moderator. 

Section  17.  Smoking  shall  not  be  permitted  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  without  date  shall  be  debatable, 
but  a  motion  to  adjourn  to  a  day  certain  shall  not  be  debatable. 


DOINGS  OF  THE  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING  HELD 
JANUARY  8,  1934 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  8  o'clock  P.  M.,  and 
the  Warrant  calling  the  meeting  was  then  read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Article  1.  Voted,  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  transfer  the  sum 
of  Three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  from  the  Cemetery  and  Road  Im- 
provement Account  to  a  Civil  Works  Expense  Account,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  incidental  expenses  connected  with  Civil  Works 
projects.  Unanimous. 
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Article  2.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Four  hundred  eighty-two  dollars  and  forty-one  cents  ($482.41)  plus 
the  unexpended  balance  of  the  Soldiers'  Benefits  account,  for  Public 
Welfare  and  Old  Age  Assistance  of  1933;  and  that  the  said  appro- 
priation and  transfer  be  handled  on  the  books  of  the  Town  as  of 
December  30,  1933.  Unanimous. 

Article  3.  Voted,  that  the  Town  do,  and  hereby  does,  amend  the 
votes  passed  September  29,  1933  under  articles  one,  two,  three  and 
four,  and  the  votes  passed  November  25,  1933  under  articles  one, 
three,  four  and  five,  by  striking  out  from  the  votes  passed  under  each 
of  said  articles  the  last  phrase  providing  that  the  money  raised  for 
the  appropriations  made  under  each  article  be  obtained  from  tax  lien 
loans;  and  that  the  same  be  handled  on  the  books  of  the  Town  as  of 
December  30,  1933.  Unanimous. 

After  an  interesting  and  enlightening  discussion  relative  to  certain 
Town  work  and  work  being  done  under  the  Civil  Works  Administra- 
tion projects,  with  verbal  reports  given  on  the  progress  being  made  on 
the  various  projects,  it  was  then  voted  unanimously  that  the  meeting 
be  adjourned.

HELD  MARCH  5,  1934 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Raymond  V.  Wilcox,  and 
the  ballot  box  was  inspected.  The  polls  were  then  declared  open,  and 
the  Warrant  calling  the  meeting  was  then  read  by  the  Town  Clerk  to 
Article  4,  when  it  was  voted  to  suspend  further  reading  of  the  War- 
rant and  to  take  action  on  each  Article  from  one  on,  as  read. 

Article  1  Voted,  to  elect  a  Moderator,  three  Trustees  of  the  Dick- 
inson School  Fund,  two  Constables,  one  Auditor,  three  Fence ^  Viewers 
three  Trustees  of  the  Cemetery,  and  one  Tree  Warden  all  for  the 
term  of  one  year;  and  to  elect  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  and 
Overseer  of  Public  Welfare,  one  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  laxes, 
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one  Assessor,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Electric 
Light  Commissioner,  one  Water  Commissioner,  one  Trustee  of  Library, 
all  for  the  term  of  Three  years.  Unanimous. 

Article  2.  Voted,  that  the  Selectmen  be,  and  hereby  are,  author- 
ized to  appoint  all  minor  officers.  Unanimous. 

Article  3.  Voted,  that  the  reports  of  the  various  town  officers,  as 
printed  in  the  town  report,  be  accepted.  Unanimous. 

Voted,  that  the  Town  put  into  effect  the  suggestions  of  the  Electric 
Light  Commissioners:  that  the  Electric  Light  Department  be,  and 
hereby  is,  discontinued;  and  that  the  offices  connected  with  said  De- 
partment be,  and  hereby  are,  terminated,  and  any  duties  connected 
with  said  Department  and  offices  be,  and  hereby  are,  vested  with  and 
in  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Unanimous. 

Article  4.  Voted,  that  the  request  of  John  W.  Saunders,  that  his 
name  be  removed  from  the  list  of  Jurors  as  prepared  by  the  Select- 
men, be  granted;  and  the  list  be  accepted  without  the  name  of  John 
W.  Saunders  thereon.  Unanimous. 

Voted,  that  the  Moderator  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  appoint 
a  person  as  juror  in  place  of  John  W.  Saunders.  Unanimous. 

Article  5.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  6.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($1,200.00)  for  the  Selectmen's 
Department  for  the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  7.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  Auditor  for  the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  8.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  thousand  fifty  dollars  ($1,050.00)  for  the  Treasurer's  Depart- 
ment for  the  ensuing  year.

Article  13  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for  Law  for  the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  14.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  Election  and  Registration  for 
the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 


Article  15.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  the  Town  Hall  for  the  ensuing 
year.    Account  of  voted  showed:  Yes,  10;  No,  2.  Passed. 

Article  16.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for  the  Administration  of  Trust  Funds  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 


Article  17.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Three  thousand  two  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($3,250.00)  for  Protection 
of  Persons  and  Property  for  the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 


Article  18.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  for  Health  and  Sanita- 
tion for  the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 


Article  19.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  for  General  Highway  purposes  for 
the  ensuing  year,  the  same  to  be  used  with  any  money  granted  by  the 
State.  Unanimous. 


Article  20.  Voted,  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  transfer  Five 
thousand  three  hundred  dollars  ($5,300.00)  from  the  Road  Machinery 
Account  to  the  Road  Machinery  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing, 
repairing  and  operating  road  machinery  for  the  ensuing  year.  Unani- 
mous. 

Article  21.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  for  continuing  the  work 
of  improving  the  South  Longyard  Road;  said  sum  to  be  used  with 
money  granted  by  the  State  and  County.  Unanimous. 
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Article  22.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  Bridges,  Railings  and  Signs  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  23.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  for  Sidewalk  Repair  for  the  ensuing 
year.    Yes,  21;  No,  15.  Passed. 

Article  24.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00)  for  Removal  of  Snow  for  the  ensu- 
ing year.  Unanimous. 

Article  25.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Six  hundred  ten  dollars  ($610.00)  for  Street  Lighting  for  the  ensuing 
year.    Yes,  31;  No,  1.  Passed. 

Article  26.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  Public  Welfare  and  Old  Age 
Assistance  for  the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  27.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Nine  hundred  dollars  ($900.00)  for  Soldiers'  Benefits  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Unanimous. 

Article  28.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Thirty-four  thousand  fifty  dollars  ($34,050.00)  for  General  Education 
and'  the  sum  of  One  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($1,200.00)  for 
Vocational  Education  for  the  ensuing  year;  with  the  income  received 
from  Trust  Funds  to  go  to  estimated  receipts.  Unanimous. 

Article  29.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Four  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($450.00),  plus  the  income  from  Trust 
Funds,  for  Library  purposes  for  the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  30.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  to  be  expended  by  the  Trustees  for 
County  Aid  to  Agriculture  for  the  County  of  Hampden  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  128  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.    Yes,  27;  No,  3.  Passed. 

Article  31.  Voted,  that  the  Moderator  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized 
and  instructed  to  appoint  a  Town  Director  to  represent  the  Town  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Hampden  County  Im- 
provement League  and  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture. 
Unanimous. 
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Article  32.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  Cemeteries  for  the ensuing  ar 
Unanimous.  6  - 

Voted,  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  five  persons  to 
confer  with  the  Cemetery  Trustees  relative  to  increasing  the  price  of 
lots  in  the  Cemeteries;  and  to  bring  in  their  recommendations  at  a 
future  town  meeting.  Unanimous. 

Article  33.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00)  for  Water  Operation, 
Maintenance  and  Servicing  for  the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  34.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00)  for  Unclassified  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Unanimous. 

Article  35.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Seven  thousand  dollars  ($7,000.00)  for  Interest  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Unanimous. 

Article  36.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Eleven  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  ($11,800.00)  for  Maturing 
Debt  for  the  ensuing  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  37.  V oted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  to  provide  for  extraordinary  and 
unforeseen  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  same  to  be  known  as 
the  Reserve  Fund.  Unanimous. 

Article  38.  Voted,  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be,  and  hereby  is, 
authorized  to  borrow  money,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  for  the  financial  year  ending  December  31, 
1934;  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefore,  payable  within  one  year. 
Any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  revenue  of 
said  municipal  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  39.  Voted,  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be,  and  hereby  is, 
authorized  to  borrow  money,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  on 
and  after  January  1,  1935  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  finan- 
cial year  ending  December  31,  1935 ;  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  there- 
fore, payable  within  one  year.  Any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this 
vote  to  be  paid  from  revenue  of  said  municipal  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  40.    Voted,  that  the  Town  pass  over  Article  40.  Unanimous. 
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Article  41.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  Recreation  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Yes,  32.  No,  6.  Passed. 

Article  42.  Voted:  That  the  Town  rescind  the  vote  passed  October 
13,  1933  under  Article  1  and  further,  That  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  for 
general  maintenance  expenses  of  the  town  the  sum  of  Twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($20,000.00),  but  in  no  event  a  sum  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  tax  titles  taken  or  held  by  the  town,  and  to  issue  a  note  or 
notes  of  the  town  therefor,  all  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  49  of  the  Acts  of  1933.  The  said  sum  of  Twenty  thousand 
dollars  ($20,000.00)  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Asses- 
sors in  fixing  the  tax  rate  for  1934.  Unanimous. 

Article  43.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  for  an  Emergency  Work  Relief 
Fund.  Unanimous. 

Article  44.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Seventeen  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents  ($17.53)  to  take  care  of  the 
overdraft  in  the  Snow  Removal  Account  of  1933.  Unanimous. 

Article  45.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  financial 
year  ending  December  31,  1934.  Unanimous. 

Article  46.  Voted,  that  resolutions  on  the  death  of  Benjamin  M. 
Hastings  be  adopted  as  prepared;  and  that  a  separate  page  in  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  be  set  apart  to  his  memory,  and  the  resolu- 
tions recorded  thereon;  that  the  resolutions  be  printed  in  the  annual 
Town  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1934  on  a  page  set 
apart  for  that  purpose;  and  that  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  be  sent 
to  his  family.  Unanimous.

Meeting  called  to  order  at  8:15  P.M.  by  the  Moderator;  and  the 
Warrant  was  then  read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Article  1.  Voted,  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  transfer  the  sum 
of  Three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  from  the  Emergency  Work  Relief 
Fund  to  the  Cemetery  and  Road  Improvement  Account.  Unanimous. 

Article  2.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  addi- 
tional sum  of  Six  hundred  dollars  ($600.00)  for  the  Snow  Removal 
Account  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year.  Unanimous. 

Article  3.  Voted,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  addi- 
tional sum  of  Fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for  the  Town  Clerk's  Department 
for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year.  Unanimous. 
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Article  4.  Voted,  that  the  Town  does  hereby  rescind  and  cancel  the 
vote  passed  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting,  held  October  9,  1931,  under 
Article  one  in  the  Warrant  calling  said  meeting.  Unanimous. 

Voted,  that  the  Selectmen  be,  and  hereby  are,  authorized  to  peti- 
tion the  Legislature  for  authority  to  create  a  trust  fund  with  the  sum 
of  Fourteen  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  ($14,600.00)  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  Town's  Electric  Light  Plant  and  System  for 
the  purpose  of  retiring  the  outstanding  Bonds  and  Notes  of  said  Elec- 
tric Light  Plant  maturing  subsequent  to  January  1,  1935,  and  the 
sum  of  Five  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  ($5,400.00)  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  Town's  Electric  Light  Plant  and  System  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  interest  on  the  Electric  Light  Plant  Bonds  and 
Notes,  falling  due  subsequent  to  January  1,  1935;  and  that  any  in- 
come from  such  trust  fund  be  credited,  as  received,  to  the  Town's 
Estimated  Receipts  Account.  Unanimous. 

Voted,  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  and 
directed  to  transfer  the  sum  of  Twenty-seven  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars  ($27,200.00)  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Electric 
Light  Plant  and  System  to  the  Town's  Surplus  Revenue  Account. 
Unanimous.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Public  Welfare: 

During  the  year  1934,  282  persons  representing  75  families  were 
aided  by  the  Town  of  Southwick,  of  this  number  190  persons  repre- 
senting 49  families  were  aided  in  Southwick  as  Town  settlement  cases ; 
36  persons  representing  ten  families  were  aided  in  Southwick  but 
charged  to  other  cities  and  towns;  38  persons  representing  9  families 
were  aided  chargeable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Out 
of  the  total  of  75  cases  7  were  aided  outside  of  Southwick  but  were 
Town  settlements. 

Monthly  reports  have  been  filed  throughout  the  year  with  the  Fed- 
eral Emergency  Relief  Administration  for  Unemployment  Relief 
Cases.  During  1933  Southwick  was  reimbursed  by  a  total  of  one  third 
on  its  reports;  whether  this  procedure  will  be  followed  this  year  is  a 
matter  for  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  decide.  If  such 
reimbursements  are  forthcoming  it  will  reduce  materially  next  year's 
tax  levy. 

Fine  cooperation  has  been  received  throughout  the  year  from  the 
Emergency  Relief  Commissary  in  Springfield  in  furnishing  clothing 
and  foodstuffs.  A  check  of  the  relatively  small  amount  paid  for 
clothing  shows  that  a  substantial  aid  has  been  received  from  this  de- 
partment. A  large  proportion  of  the  Town's  clothing  account  is  for 
shoes,  there  being  no  distribution  of  this  necessary  article  by  the 
E.R.A. 

During  the  year  an  average  of  30  families  have  been  supplied  with 
surplus  food  through  Southwick's  Sub-commissary  located  at  the  home 
of  Mrs.  B.  M.  Hastings.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  foodstuffs  sup- 
plied at  different  times  by  the  above  mentioned  Commissary :  potatoes, 
cabbage,  sugar,  rice,  cheese,  meat,  cereal  and  butter. 

Throughout  the  summer  practically  all  able  bodied  men  were  at 
work  either  directly  on  E.R.A.  projects  or  working  for  orders  on 
such  town  projects  as  were  available  at  the  time.  During  the  late 
fall  a  supply  of  wood  was  cut  by  Welfare  recipients,  the  only  expense 
to  the  town  being  a  reasonable  hauling  charge  and  a  nominal  cost 
per  cord  on  the  stump. 

Of  the  total  amount  expended  for  Public  Welfare  in  1934,  $2279.82 
is  chargeable  to  other  cities  and  towns  and  $1076.75  is  chargeable  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southwick: 

The  School  Committee  herewith  submit  their  annual  report. 

The  yearly  report  of  the  progress  of  our  Consolidated  School  is 
very  gratifying.  The  beginning  of  the  year  1935  finds  the  equipment 
m  good  order,  substantial  supplies  of  books  and  other  necessities  hav- 
ing been  purchased. 

The  work  of  the  C.W.A.  in  grading  the  Clam  Anderson  Road  and 
the  Nicholson  Hill  Road,  with  the  purchase  of  the  new  bus  have  added 
greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  transportation  service.  It  not  only  reduces 
the  daily  mileage  about  twelve  miles  but  provides  service  to  the 
Putney  Road. 

The  school  grounds  have  been  regraded  and  a  first-class  tennis 
court  constructed  largely  through  E.R.A.  funds.  About  four  hundred 
dollars  was  used  from  the  school  department  for  this  purpose,  which 
we  hope  will  prove  to  be  a  good  investment.  Recreation  of  this  na- 
ture is  helpful  to  our  young  people. 

As  is  generally  known,  Massachusetts  Libraries  are  a  part  of  the 
educational  system  of  the  State.  Our  Public  Library  has  a  section 
for  each  grade  containing  books  recommended  for  their  reading  each 
year.  We  suggest  that  parents  and  teachers  advise  the  pupils  to  read 
this  list.  The  High  School  students'  shelves  are  being  supplied  with 
necessary  books  for  their  use. 

With  its  ample  facilities  and  a  spirit  of  genuine  co-operation,  we 
should  be  able  to  place  our  school  among  the  most  efficient  elementary 
schools  in  the  State.

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REPORT  OF 
THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Southwick  School  Committee: 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  fifth  annual  report,  it  being  the  thirty- 
second  of  such  reports  in  this  Union. 

School  reports  in  recent  years,  like  administrative  procedures,  have 
concerned  themselves  largely  with  financial  problems,  and  educational 
problems  have  received  a  somewhat  lessened  attention.  This  is  but 
one  of  the  unfortunate  by-products  of  the  hysteria  which  swept  the 
country  in  1931-2  and  which  all  but  wrecked  the  public  school  system 
of  the  United  States.  1933  brought  a  slowly  returning  sanity  to  our 
thinking,  but  it  was  not  until  1934  that  constructive  measures  could 
be  taken  to  repair  a  part  of  the  damage  that  had  been  done  to  the 
schools.  In  Southwick,  this  has  taken  form  in  the  purchase  of  a  new 
school  bus  and  text-books,  both  very  much  needed.  The  shelves  of 
our  store-room  are  also  filled  once  more  with  supplies  necessary  for 
classroom  work.  It  is  impossible  to  do  good  school  work,  without 
proper  textbooks,  work-books,  reference  books,  and  supplies.  In  this 
particular,  we  have  made  important  advances  in  1934.  All  pupils 
are  now  provided  with  adequate,  new  texts  and  work-books  in  lan- 
guage, arithmetic,  music,  and  basal  reading,  adapted  each  to  the  work 
of  the  particular  grade  in  which  it  is  used.  The  addition  of  new 
geographies  in  grades  III  and  IV,  new  histories  in  IV  and  VI,  and 
civics  in  VIII,  these  subjects  will  be  complete  for  the  school.  Much 
needed  reference  material  has  been  provided  for  grades  VII  and  VIII. 
We  still  need  books  in  hygiene  and  in  silent  reading.  Most  of  these 
needs  can  be  met,  no  doubt,  in  1935.  During  the  depression,  we  have 
quietly  built  up  excellent  room  libraries  for  the  primary  grades. 
Each  of  the  first  three  grades  has  an  ample  supply  of  such  books. 
Pupils  are  encouraged  to  read  from  these  shelves,  just  for  pleasure, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  how  many  books  are  read  in  this  manner. 
During  these  years,  also,  we  started  the  new  basal  reading  system  by 
introducing  it  into  the  first  three  grades. 

School  Buses 

It  is  clear  that  in  a  school  system  in  which  most  of  the  pupils  are 
transported  in  municipally  owned  buses,  long  time  economy  would 
dictate  frequent  replacement  of  old  buses  with  new.  Our  school  and 
town  officials  have  never  lost  sight  of  this  principle,  but  financial 
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emergency  has  compelled  the  complete,  temporary  abandonment  of 
such  plans  in  recent  years.    However,  the  steadily  increasing  high 
school  enrollment  brought  us  in  1934  face  to  face  with  the  necessity  for 
increased  transportation  facilities,  as  we  pointed  out  in  our  1933 
report  would  occur;  so  a  small  bus  was  sold  and  a  large  one  pur- 
chased.   The  net  result  of  the  transaction  was  a  cost  to  the  town  of 
$2950.,  providing  state  reimbursements  are  disregarded.    With  our 
increased  carrying  capacity  and  with  our  improved  town  roads,  we 
have  been  able  to  rearrange  the  bus  routes  so  as  to  give  much  better 
service  without  increasing  operating  expense.    We  have  always  re- 
garded safety  as  a  matter  of  prime  importance,  in  getting  pupils  to 
school.   With  275  attending  the  elementary  school  and  100  the  high 
school,  no  system  of  going  to  school  is  possible  that  is  wholly  without 
danger.   Perhaps  the  most  dangerous  system  would  have  been  the  per- 
petuation of  the  conditions  that  prevailed  six  years  ago  in  Southwick, 
namely  one-room  schools  with  pupils  walking  along  our  thorough- 
fares, even  more  crowded  and  speedy  than  they  were  then.  The 
system  of  town-owned  buses  permits  us  promptly  to  adopt  measures 
for  better  equipment,  and  to  instruct  drivers  to  be  late  rather  than 
to  take  chances.    The  purchase  of  the  new  bus  was  a  step  forward 
in  our  safety  program.    All  of  our  buses  now  have  protective  window 
screens,  legal  bus  signs,  ample  warning  lights,  outside  gas  tanks  and 
front  bumpers,  three  have  shatter-proof  glass  and  dual  rear  wheels; 
two  have  booster  brakes;  and  the  new  bus  is  of  all-steel  construction, 
has  a  step  light,  direction  lights  and  rear  bumper  with  shield.  In 
addition,  the  new  bus  has  genuine  leather  upholstering,  a  heater  and 
shock  absorbers,  to  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  passengers.  Mechan- 
ically, its  motor  is  powerful  and  promises  economical  operation. 


High  School 

1935  is  the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  first 
American  secondary  school,  the  Boston  Latin  School,  with  one  teacher 
and  a  small  group  of  pupils.  In  1935,  there  are  252  senior  high 
schools  and  179  junior  high  schools  in  Massachusetts,  with  nearly 
210  000  pupils.  There  are  26,000  high  schools  in  the  United  States. 
Southwick  is  without  a  secondary  school,  but  is  fortunate  in  having 
access  to  nearby  high  schools  of  such  outstanding  excellence.  South- 
wick should,  also,  be  proud  of  the  high  school  boys  and  girls  who 
represent  our  town  in  these  schools.  They  average  as  well  as  any 
similar  group  in  scholastic  achievement  and  in  leadership  in  student 
activities.  They  are  a  notably  dependable  and  wholesome  group  of 
young  people. 

Junior  High  School 
All  the  cities  to  which  our  high  school  pupils  go  are  now  operating 
on  the  junior  high  school  system.    This  plan  puts  the  seventh  and 
dghtt  grades  together  in  a  building  by  themselves,  with  a  radical 
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revision  of  their  work.    In  most  instances,  the  Freshman  class  of  the 
traditional  high  school  is  included  in  this  new  school  unit,  leaving  three 
years  instead  of  four  in  the  senior  high  school.    If  our  building  were 
adapted  to  a  completely  reorganized  junior  high  school  unit,  the 
establishment  of  such  a  unit  would  be  the  obvious  course  to  follow. 
We  do  not  have  the  facilities  for  doing  this,  but  many  of  the  advan- 
tages of  the  junior  high  school  idea  can  be  had.    For  the  past  four 
years  Mr.  Maynard  has  taught  history  in  both  grade  seven  and  grade 
eight,  and  the  seventh  grade  teacher  has  taught  English  in  both 
grades,  thus  achieving  a  partial  departmentalization  of  subject  matter. 
The  Upton  series  of  junior  high  school  mathematics,  which  is  used  in 
Westfield,  has  been  introduced.    A  thorough  revision  of  social  science 
work  in  geography,  history  and  civics  has  taken  place,  to  bring  about 
a  modern  emphasis  upon  the  social  and  economic  phases  of  the  subject 
and  upon  the  problem  and  discussion  method  approach  in  teaching. 
Acquiring  an  adequate  supply  of  reference  material,  already  referred 
to,  has  made  this  more  effective.    Simple  physical  and  chemical  ap- 
paratus and  supplies  have  been  purchased,  making  possible  the  intro- 
duction of  general  science  instruction.     Some  reading  material  in 
educational  and  occupational  guidance,  in  general  language,  and  in 
thrift  have  been  added.    Some  work  in  manual  arts,  in  practical  arts 
and  in  fine  arts  is  given.    Athletics  have  long  been  on  a  junior  high 
school  basis,  with  Mr.  Maynard  coaching  the  boys  and  the  seventh 
grade  teacher,  the  girls.    The  state  junior  high  school  program  in 
physical  education  is  followed  as  a  guide  in  this  work.    The  fife  and 
drum  corps,  occasional  operettas,  school  assembly  programs  and  4-H 
club  work  provide  the  extra  curricular  activities  so  much'  emphasized 
in  modern  junior  high  schools.    There  is  more  to  be  done,  but  the 
above  will  indicate  that  the  alert,  earnest  pupil,  who  graduates  from 
the  Consolidated  School  will  not  be  entirely  at  a  loss,  in  entering  upon 
senior  high  work,  in  competition  with  those  who  have  come  from  city 
junior  high  schools. 

Elementary  Grades 

If  good  work  is  to  be  done  in  the  years  just  preceding  entering 
high  school,  the  first  six  grades  must  lay  an  adequate  foundation. 
One  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to  good  work  in  these  earlier  years  is 
the  presence  of  under  age  and  over  age  pupils  in  a  class.  The  first 
factor  is  being  eliminated  by  the  adoption  of  the  rule,  requiring  the 
age  of  five  years,  eight  months  on  September  1,  for  entering  grade 
one.  That  rule  has  now  been  in  operation  sufficiently  long  to  elim- 
inate underageness  in  the  first  three  grades,  an  advantage  which  will 
gradually  extend  to  the  whole  school.  The  over  age  group  is  cared 
for  with  work  especially  adapted  to  their  needs,  under  state  regula- 
tions, in  Class  A,  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  all.  Entering  classes 
have  been  running  smaller  in  recent  years.  Consequently,  the  work 
of  Primary  grades,  with  smaller  classes  of  proper  maturity,  are  doing 
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work  that  is  distinctly  superior.    This  factor  will  make  itself  felt  in 
the  upper  grades  in  the  next  few  years. 

The  teachers  are  making  a  systematic  study  of  late,  professional 
books  in  their  teachers'  meetings.  For  five  years  they  have  main- 
tained 100%  membership  in  county,  state  and  national  education 
associations,  which  is  significant  testimony  to  their  fine  professional 
attitude.  As  one  would  expect  from  such  a  group,  their  work  in  the 
classroom  is  generally  of  the  modern  type. 

The  past  year  saw  one  change  in  our  personnel.  Miss  Howe, 
teacher  of  the  seventh  grade,  resigned  during  the  Summer  to  accept 
a  fine  position  in  Hartford.  Miss  Susie  Sanderson,  of  Whatoly,  a 
graduate  of  the  North  Adams  Teachers'  College,  with  successful 
teaching  experience,  was  appointed  to  the  position  thus  made  vacant. 
1934,  also,  saw  the  organization  of  the  Southwick  Parent-Teachers' 
Association.  They  have  assumed  responsibility  for  any  financial 
deficit  that  may  arise  in  the  conduct  of  the  school  lunch,  and  in  other 
ways  have  shown  interest  in  our  schools.  Their  work  will  be  effective 
almost  in  exact  proportion  to  the  number  of  parents  and  citizens  who 
give  them  their  support. 

In  accordance  with  our  custom,  we  add  a  statement  concerning  the 
net  cost  of  schools.  The  expenditures  in  1934  were:  $32,993.84.  The 
income  was  as  follows:

Total  expenditures  ($32,993.84)  minus  total  receipts  ($17,726.15) 
equals  the  net  cost,  namely  $15,267.69.  Even  if  the  cost  of  the  new 
bus,  a  capital  investment,  is  added  ($3,200)  and  the  sale  of  the  old 
bus  taken  away  ($250),  the  net  cost  would  be  only  $18,217.69. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  co-operated  in  the  work 
for  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  town  during  1934,  and  bespeak  their 
continued  interest  in  that  which  is  yet  to  be  done.

My  dear  Mr.  Moore: 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  music  situation  in  Southwick  for  the 
past  year: — 

We  have  followed  practically  the  same  program  as  in  previous 
years,  that  is, — rote  songs,  monotone  songs,  scale  and  first  steps  in 
note-reading  in  the  first  grade;  rote  songs,  note-reading  from  books 
and  second  rhythm  in  the  second  grade;  finding  "do"  and  more  dif- 
ficult note-reading  from  books  in  the  third  grade;  first  steps  in  chro- 
matics and  two-part  singing,  also  compound  time  in  the  fourth  grade; 
more  difficult  two-part  singing  and  a  continuation  of  the  technical 
problems  introduced,  in  the  fifth  grade;  advanced  technical  work  and 
introduction  of  three-part  music  in  the  sixth  grade;  and  advanced 
three-part  singing  and  glee  club  work  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades. 

In  addition  to  their  regular  schedule,  we  have  the  rhythm  band  in 
the  first  grade,  folk-dancing  and  singing  games  in  the  other  primary 
grades,  and  the  fife  and  drum  corps  in  the  upper  grades.  Also,  we 
had  a  Christmas  operetta  by  the  primary  and  intermediate  grades 
and  several  miscellaneous  concerts  showing  the  talents  of  the  pupils 
and  the  progress  made  by  them  during  the  year.

4-H  Club  Department:  Ninety-nine  (99)  boys  and  girls  did  4-H 
Club  work  m  the  following  projects:  Canning,  Clothing,  Bee  Corn

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Southwick  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1934,  made 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 
This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine, 
Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Southwick  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1934,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  depart- 
ments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  sending  out  bills 
for  collection,  were  examined,  checked  and  verified. 
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The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  collector,  town  clerk,  and  the 
manager  of  the  water  department  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  recorded  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  the  selectmen  were 
checked  with  the  records  of  licenses  granted,  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified.  The  cash  on  hand  January  30,  1935,  was 
verified  by  an  actual  count. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  accounting  officer  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the 
records  in  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with 
the  treasurer's  books,  while  the  payments  as  recorded  were  verified 
by  a  comparison  with  the  treasury  warrants  issued  by  the  selectmen 
and  with  the  treasurer's  record  of  disbursements  made.  The  ledger 
was  checked  by  comparing  the  appropriation  accounts  with  the  town 
meeting  records  of  the  town  clerk  and  by  checking  all  other  accounts 
with  information  in  the  departments  in  which  the  transactions  orig- 
inated. It  was  found  that  the  financial  transactions  for  the  last  part 
of  the  year  had  not  been  posted  to  the  ledger  and  that  ledger  entries 
to  set  up  departmental  bills  receivable  had  not  been  made  promptly. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  after 
the  necessary  adjustments  were  made,  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1934,  was  prepared 
and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  town  clerk's  record  of  town  meetings  was  found  to  be  incom- 
plete, the  proceedings  of  several  special  town  meetings  not  having 
been  recorded  at  the  commencement  of  the  audit.  However,  these 
records  were  written  up  during  the  progress  of  the  audit. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  receipts  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  departmental  rec- 
ords and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the 
town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds.  The  cash 
book  footings  were  verified  and  the  cash  balance  on  January  19,  1935, 
was  proved  by  an  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  by  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  received  from  the  bank, 
and  by  an  inspection  of  the  savings  bank  books. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  verified  by  an  examination 
of  the  cancelled  securities  on  file  and  by  a  comparison  with  the 
amounts  which  came  due  during  the  year. 
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The  tax  title  deeds,  representing  liens  on  real  estate  taken  for  non- 
payment of  taxes  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  ledger  and  with 
the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  the  collector. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  tax  collector's  office  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  ex- 
amination were  checked,  and  all  subsequent  commitments  of  taxes 
were  proved  with  the  assessors'  commitment  warrants.  The  recorded 
collections  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  books,  the  abatements  were  checked  with 
the  assessors'  abatement  records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  proved  with  the  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town.  From  the  replies  received  thereto,  it  appears  that 
the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined.  The  re- 
ceipts for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  checked  with  the  records  of 
licenses  issued,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  for  dog  licenses  and 
to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  for  sporting  licenses  were  veri- 
fied. The  cash  on  hand  January  19,  1935,  was  proved  by  an  actual 
count. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were  examined. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  record  of  work  done 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified.  The  cash  on  hand 
February  4,  1935  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  records  of  bills  receivable  of  the  health,  public  welfare,  and 
old  age  assistance  departments  were  checked  and  examined.  The  re- 
corded charges  and  collections  were  listed,  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  ledger  accounts. 

The  librarian's  records  of  fines  collected  were  examined  and  the 
recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer. 
The  cash  on  hand  January  29,  1935,  was  verified  by  an  actual  count. 

The  water  department  accounts  were  examined  by  a  comparison  of 
the  departmental  record  of  charges  for  water  rates,  services,  etc., 
with  the  commitment  of  these  charges  as  shown  on  the  ledger.  The 
collections  as  recorded  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  verified  with  the  treasurer's  books,  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  with  the  ledger,  and  the  cash  on  hand  Janu- 
ary 29,  1935,  was  proved  by  an  actual  count. 
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The  transfers  to  water  Hens  were  checked  and  the  collections  for 
water  connections  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  recorded 
receipts. 

The  cemetery  department  accounts  were  examined,  the  recorded 
receipts  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  ledger. 

The  securities,  including  savings  bank  books,  representing  the  in- 
vestment of  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer,  were  exam- 
ined, checked,  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  payments 
from  the  funds  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are  tables 
showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax 
and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  transactions 
and  condition  of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  several  town  officials  while 
engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.
